At tliat per- 
iod the country wat tliinly m-iiIhI 
and WIS infested wilh torien ami iIck- 
peiadocs— too many ol tlicni, appar- 
ently, for the local authnrity to ade- 
quately punish Col. Charles l.yiich, 
a dintinguiaii ifllcer I.I llie lii.vi.ln- 
lloiiary army, uuderli.i.k m rid ihls 
country of the oullaws. ilc oiganized 
a force, arrested the outlaws, aud 
having satitfledhlinteirtnd comrades 
of the guilt of the accusril, ixn iili d 
them without lefeienrc llie roi.siiin. 
ed authorities. Wliilo not altogeihi r 
approving of the csiise, llie beiieflcial 
ill'.ct of Col. I.viicb's action 
wa* recognized ai.d has Kince 
been known as 'I.ymlj H law" or 
"Lynch law." Lynib's process of 
metlug out tptedy |iistlce ixtendcd 
to other parte of the ciiiintry, and it 
a well-rtcogniml loi ni of redress ot 
grievance* to day, pai I ii iilarly lor 
that class of oll'diiiers lliHt are popu- 
larly believed not to he aih ipialely 
puuiabed by the sialueH and iinirls of 
the Stair. (,'o'. l.yncli's broihergave 
bis name to Lynclihurg ami left a 
son who was i.ulirequoiillv (juvernor 
of Louialana.— Iltrirord Democrat.

It is now nearly two years since the 
' first hint began to reach the nubile ear 

I'onoernincr tbe extensive movemout of 
tbe wealthy leaders of tbe Mormon 
cbun'h fur tbo ustubllshmunt of a new 
'Zion in old Mexico, The story has 
•IS CO I '>°t'> afllnaed and denied several 
> 00 times within that tnl«rval, but in the 
meantime tbe pnrtsfaase of land In 
.Me.xieo liMs been (.'oinir steadily for- 
ward, and reports Iia\'eeoini' from Salt 
Lake of tbe departure one after an- 
other of prominent Monnoii families to 
settle in the new region. In u chat 
here the other day. S. B. Aldrloh, a 
business man of Salt Lake who has 
been in Now York piirehasing goods, 
said among oilier thini;s : 

'I'lu' fear of Moinion perseeution 
and veiiL'eanei' ii .-ilt.v'ell;''!' di inn out 
in Utub. 'llu' woallb of the land has 
Induced a steady stresm of emigration 
from sturdy Eastern communities. The 
younger sons of Now England and 
Middle States formers have come 
nmon^' us in lar^re numbers, 
ami tie' (l.iiiile )iepiilatiiin has 
jfroivn so slronif llial the Mormons 
aro lieiiiK pimlieil to the wall in every 
direetion. Tliero is no question what- 
ever alioul this movement toward Mex- 
ieo. iiltliuut,'h thoy have attempted to 
keep it the profiiiindest secret. Tho 
pureliases lliere have been conrfuotcd 
tbrouifb .lohn W. Younji. who is a sou 
of old itrigbain Younj,'. and (l.'oive t^. 
Cannon, who was formerly the Ilepro- 
Hontative of tii.' Territory in ( ■'in;;re8s. 
John W. Young makes his 
heodquMtBM in Now York Clt^ 
for the most part, where ha 
has been cnrrylnj]^ on critensivo flnan- 
eial opi'ratiitns with the capital of tbe 
.Mormon ehiireb at bis baek. Thoy 
Iiave been hialiiin^ laiiriiadr. and eon- 
diietin^ land speeulations, and have 
established a banking and eommereial 
niieney in New Y'ork City, under cover 
of tho names of a number of Eastern 
men, who nppeiir to be willing to make 
money oat of the Min-iniin ehureh as

"The U'rritory tin y have seeiired for 
the new oeeupalion of tlie l.iitter-Day 
Haints is in the l ind of the iCunl In- 
dians, They have purchased outright 
about four million acres of land, and 
have secured a govornmont roiirossion 
for tho Improvomei.t and working of 
about ton niilllon ae"es of timber and 
miniiii; laud. 

"It is now understood in Utah that 
thu church is oporatLig on a definite 
plan to removo gradually all tho faith- 
ful to Mexieo. Tbo ullitment of fami- 
lies wlio are to t^it is made at Ibe IVesi- 
deiil's bouse. Tlie names of all the 
male ineinhersiif the ehii ■■ell ai-e Ihriiwn 
to;,ii'ther In a bo.v and ile 'i >!r;i',va 
out. Every tenth ji.nip ; ■, : inr 
departure to Uexii o, a'i<I mi<^i^ ile^ 
drawing has taken place, every tentli 
man gets u notice, and n curtain ien^'tli 
of time in which to dispns' of bis 
wnridly pos s es si ons and t ik,- his de- 
partni*o is nllowed bim. if he owns 
pro|)erty. ho Is required to sell it out 
at once. TTiere Is a pretty fair de- 
mand for property In Utah from the 
Incoming Oentll<3 tide, and as a rule 
tho properties nre sold to Gmililes. If 
tt Is found impossible, honreror. to un- 
load in this way, the eliurch orders an 
apin-aisnl and takes it off the innn's

This patrioiie song by Kruneis Sentt 
Key was written In 1814 during tho 
bombardment of fbrt MoHenry. Hy 
niithority of President Madison, Key 
ad gone to tho British lleot under a 
lla.^' of true ' to soeure tlie release of 
bis friend, Ih: Hean.v^i. who was de- 
tained a prisoner on the lla^r-ihip. TIio 
British agreed to tho release, but not 
until after the proposed attack on 
Fort MoHenry, which tbe Admiral 
boasted he would oany In a few 
hours, Kay was detained la the 
Eiu'lish fleet with bis friend, tbe ship 
1 l"i:-.^ tli' iu hi'iliij aiieliored ut the 
mo.itli of Ihe I'atap.se.), witliin full 
view of the fiii^l. 'i liev wateljed tho 
flag of tlio fort during tho entire day, 
and when the night prevent<.-d 
them 'from seeing It they still 
remained on deelc, notleinjj every 
sliell from tile, moment it was 
Jlred until it fell. Tho bombardment 
suddenly e.-ased some time before day, 
but thoy kuow nut whether tho fort 
bad Burreadered or tbe attack been 
abatidoBed. At the first dawn of day 
their glasses were turned to the tort, 
and, with a thrill of delight, they saw 
that "our flag was still there!" The 
son(r was begun by Key in tho fervor 
of the mement. and a few lines hastily 
jotted down on tho baek of a letter, 
with brief notes that would help in ro- 
oalllng the others. He finished It In 
the boat on the way to the shore, and 
wrote it out as It now stands immodi- 
ately tipon leaohing Ilaltimoie. In im 
hour after It was placed In tbo hands 
of the printer It was on tbe street, was 
hailed with enthusiasm, and at onco 
toiilt its plaeo OS a National Bonij. Tbo 
musie to which it was adapted is an 
old French air, long known in England 
as "Anacrcon." and afterward in Amer- 
ica aa "Adams and Liberty."— Aivfes 
and Queriei.
